|minister of immigration pointed out 
|that while South Africa got 7,568 im- 
| migrants last year, New Zealand 11,- 
061, Australia 38,500—of which 25,000 
| travelled froe--Canada drew 63,916, of 
whom only 6,000 were given free pas 
sage or loaned the price of the tickets. 
| Numbers do not tell the whole story 
|by any means in reference to the 
| movement of people. While Canada
